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FIERCE BATTLES 
FOR TOBRUK 


FIGHT ON 30-MILE 
FRONT 


HE British Army is fighting 

hercely to hold off a triple 
Axis thrust at the outer bastions of 
Tobruk, and a fierce battle is raging 
from Sidi Rezegh, ten miles south of 
the fortress, along a 30-mile front to 
Acroma. 
_ LONDON, Wednesday.—A heavy toll 
is being taken of the German armoured 
forces, which still appear to be trying 
to encircle Tobruk on its eastern side. 
At the other end of the line Actoma, 
twenty miles south-west of the Tobruk 
perimeter, yesterday beat off day-long 
attacks by Axis tanks and infantry. 

Reuter’s correspondent in Cairo cables 
that in their attack on the British 
positions at Sidi Rezegh the German 
tanks were supported by lorfy-borne 
intantry. 

Tobruk, which from April to Novem- 
ber last year, withstood the longest 
siege of modern times, is now threatened 
with attack for the fourth time. Its 
chief strategic importance lies in its 
good natural harbour, one of the best 
on the North African coast. Its 
defences run in an irregular thirty-mile 
semi-circle, with a radius of about 
twelve miles. 

‘There seems no doubt,’’ writes a 
Press Association military correspon- 
dent, “that our armoured forces got a 
prétty hard knock during the tank 
battle which raged after Rommel’s 
forces made a gap in our minefields. 
At times, too, the enemy has apparentl 
been able to regain at least locai air 
superiority in some sectors. Another 
important factor may be that et the 
beginning we suffered: from inferiority 
in equipment. Our forces are now 
beginning to receive equipment equal 
in every respect to the enemy's, but, 
as yet, it is not reaching them in suffi- 
cient quantities.”’ 7

ITALIAN FORCE 


ROME, Wednesday — It was the 
Seventh Italian Naval Division that 
attacked the British convoy from 
Gibraltar to the south of Pantelleria 
Island, it was officially announced to- 
day. The division was composed of 
the light cruisers Eugenio di Savoia 
and Montecuccoli and the destroyers 
Vivaldi, Oriani, Malocello, Ascari and 
Premuda, under the command of 
Admiral Alberto da Zara. 

The Eugenio di Savoia is a 7,283-ton 
vessel with six §8-ineh guns. The 
Raimondo Montecuccoli, 6,041 tons, is 
also fitted with six 8-inch guns. Both 
were built in 1934.—(Reuter.)

D AIL deputies proved themselves 
able critics of the nation’s 
entertainment when Mr. P. J. Little, 
Minister for Posts and Telegraphs, 
introducing a vote of 244,545 to 
complete £66,245, for wireless broad- 
casting—a reduction of over £4,000 
on last year’s provision—found him- 
self under the fire even of some 
members of the Government Party. 
One of the main sources of dissatis- 
faction concerned the scale of payments 
to artists, authors and producers, and 
the Minister was quite frank on the 


int, 

He regarded the programmes as fall- 
ing below what might reasonably be 
expected from the national station. 
“The Irish programmes,’’ he said, 
“should reflect national culture at its 
best, and, therefore, I feel that it would 
be in the best interests of the country 
that, consistent with national finances, 
broadcasting should have at its disposal 
resources sufficient to enable it to func- 
tion on a level worthy of Irish cultural 
tradition. 

“On investigation 1 have concluded 
that the orchestra is inadequate for all- 
round programme work, and that the 
provision of fees to ‘ outside ' artists, 
musicians, writers and actors is not 
sufficient to enable adequate payments 
to be made for work of particular 
merit."’ He also considered that in- 
sufficient attention was being paid to 
the development of ‘national music for 
radio purposes. ‘* When a scheme of 
improvement now being worked out is 
completed," he said, “I hope to ap- 
proach the Dail, probably by the 
autumn,-for approval of such further 
financial provision as may be 
involved.” 

The decrease in expenditure has 
been achieved by dropping the ex- 
perimental broadcasts on short-wave 
transmission. Last year’s revenue, 
£111,000, was ten-and-a-half thousand 
pounds less than had been expected, 
and the number of licences has 
dropped by over 8,000 to 174,550.

Black Sea, with a possible view to 
subsequent operations against the 
Caucasus; but, although, according 
to Russian reports, they outnumber 
the Soviet troops by at least five to 
one, they have failed so far to gain 
their immediate objective. During 
the last few days General von 
Manstein has launched five separate 
attacks on the southern defences of 
Sebastopol; but the Russians declare 
that they still hold Balaclava, 
which is some seven miles south of 
the fortress, and that they have 
beaten off all. the German attacks 
with heavy losses. The Germans, 
on the other hand, claim to have 
captured Fort Siberia, and to have 
made a general advance fof three 
miles in the OSrimea.“ In "ne 
Kharkov sector, Ma von Sock 
also is attacking in strength; but, 
here again, reports are conflicting. 
According to the Russians, the 
Germans have lost so many tanks 
as a result of their massed attacks 
that Marshal von Bock has been 

ed to adopt new tactics, : nd, 
instead of using large numbers of 
tanks in a series of waves, he is 
sending them acro.s now in batches 
of six or eight, supported by masses 
of infantry. Marshal Timoshenko, 
who started the spring campaign by 
a surprise offensive against Kharkov, 
seems to be fighting a delaying 
action with considerable skill. 
While the Germans are throwing 
mighty forces into the battle, the 
Russians are trying to conserve 
their strength, alternating defence 
with counter-attack in an effort, not 
only to prevent a decision in the 
Kharkov area, but also to keep t-.cir 
opponents guessing.) It is obvious 
already that the two sides in Russia 
are fairly evenly matched, although, 
of course, the Russians have a 
marked advantage in respect of 
man-power. After a year’s terrific 
fighting, the Red armies seem to be 
‘substantially stronger than they were 
when the campaign began. The 
German commentators declare that 
Marshal Timoshenko’s forces are 
well supplied -with tanks and 
armoured vehicles of all kinds, 
and also that the Soviet Air Force 
has no shortage of machines. The

at the moment is: when will the 
Germans open their general offen- 
sive? They are attacking with great 
violence in Libya; but, when all is 
said and done, important as it may 
be from many -points of view, the 
campaign in North Africa is a mere 
‘“‘ side-show”’ in comparison with 
the war in ‘Russia. Time is passing 
quickly. More than .a month of 


gone; yet, with the exception of the 
Eagras in the. Crimea and at 
Kharkov, the German High Command 
has been unusually inactive. Is Herr 
Hitler resigning himself to the 
inevitability of another winter 
campaign; or, is the pace in 
Russia being dictated by Marshal 
Timoshenko? At this stage it is 
impossible to say; but, whatever 
may happen in Libya, time un- 
doubtedly is on the side of the 
Russians, who, it must be remem- 
bered, are reinforcing themselves 
steadily with increasing supplies 
from Great Britain and the United 
States.
